Rural Production, 1947-48 


Mis Bulletin repeats the principal statistics relating to 
cereals (some details slightly amended) and livestock recently published 
Merpultcurns 10 and 14 and gives data concerning other crops, exports, 
Hamures used, implements, employment, etc, some items being provisional, 
Peetrculars re varieties of wheat, barley and oats were published in 
Bulletin 16, 

Mme Versous tables’ in this bulletin, the particulars for 1947/46 
are compared with the previous two years and also with the pre-war year 
4938/39. 

Apart Irom the compariscns Shown in the tables, it is noted that 
there were three distinct phases in rural activities during the 20 years 
to 1946. During the few years preLor to 1940, the acréage under wheat 
Ber grain had increased very rapidly and reached the maximum aereage 
in that year while the numbers of sheep and cattle had decreased. The 
second phase was from 1930-1943, when there were substantial increases in 
me flocks and herds and in the areas of many other crops but decreases 
in the wheat areas, particularly from 1940 to 1943 when there were 
shortages of superphcsphate and manoower and also controlled planning. 

The third phase was from 1943 to 1916 with the reversed trend of increased 
wheat acreages and decreased numbers of sheep and cattle - drought losses 
being very Severe. The present tendency is for sheen and cattle numbers 
to be increasing after the drought with cereal areas generally stationary, 
though barley and oats have been inzreasing with wheat decreasing, 

Comparing the season 1947-48 with 1930-31, it is noted that there 
Nave been decreased acreages fcr wheat, hay, orchards and tobacco but 
Mereases for barley, oats, rye, green fodder, peas, Lucerne and etover 
seed, vines, potatoes and other vegetables, chicory and canary seed. 

Bere have also been “ew crops such as flax, licorice, herbs, bhue boiler 
peas, vegetable seeds, mustard seed, etc. Several of the new erops and 
Some of those with increased acrsages during the war have decreased again 
Since.

' exceeded the earlier resord of 155459,595 pallone in 1926-27, 
Gonsiderable quantities of drying grapes during the last 3 seasons were 
sent to the distilleries and wineries, resulting in the record 
production of wine and decreased quantities of dried vine fruits. The 
quantity of distiijation wine was 15,347,887 (15,792,389) gallons.

The proportionally lesser acreage under wheat had had a 
tendency to increase the figures for average lbs. used Per acre on erops, 
Meo in 1930-31 to 93.7 in 1938-39, but the shortage in available supplies 
Mad caused a decrease to 1.9 lbs, in 1943-44 but it has increased again 
bo 101.4 lbs. for 1947/48. The percentage of cropped land manured also 
Mee trom 90.6% in 1938-39 to 69,8% in 1943-44 and increased to 87.8% 

or 1947-48. The shortage had also been the cause of lesser acreages 
Pdressed with smaller dressings peér acre from 1938-39 to 1943-44, but 
ith inercases the last three years. Associated with the SW CC ve sO: 
D-dresged pastures, it is noted that 114,708 acres of lucerne and 

73,784 acres of clover and grasses other than native grasses were grazed 
uring the year, apart from lucerne, clover, €tc. harvested for seed or hay.
